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CHAPTER 222,

AN ACT to amend paragraph (2) of section 20.285 and to
amend paragraph (b) of subsection (10) of section 20.84 of
the statutes reducing the cost of printing railroad maps and
relatinz to the time of printing and distribution thereof.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1. Paragraph (2) of secetion 20.2#5 and paragraph
(b) of subscetion (10) of section 20.84 of the statutes are
amended to read as follows: Secction 20.285 (2) The rail-
road commission shall, * * * quadrenniully, present to the
printing board printer’s copy for a railrbad map of Wisconsin,
and the printing board shall thercupon procure the printing of
such number thereof unmounted and such number thereof
mounted on muslin and provided with rollers as are required
for distribution by parvagraph (b) of subsection (10) of section
20.84.

Scetion 20.84.  (10)  (b) Of the railvoad maps of Wiseon-
sin, upon application therefor, one copy to each state officer, each
penal and reformatory institution, cach newspaper entitled to
a blue book, each publie library, school, academy and college;
ten further copics each to the state library, university library
and the state historieal society; to the railroad eommission such
number as it may require; and to each member of the legislature
¢ * @ screnty-five copies cach session to be delivered to him-
self.  All copies intended for libraries, schools, academies and
colleges other than the state library, the university library and
the state historical society shall be shipped to the county super-
intendents and distributed by them as provided in paragraph
(a) of this subscetion.

sSecerioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
